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WAR  IS  NOT  WON, 
DIRECTOR  WARNS 


(Excerpts  from  speech  by 
SCD  Director  Ralph  Cooper 
Hutchison  at  Pittsburgh,  Sept.  2) 

This  is  a critical  time  not 
only  in  Civilian  Defense  but  in 
the  entire  program  of  participa- 
tion in  the  war  by  the  civilian 
population  of  our  nation.  We 
are  impressed  at  the  moment  by 
the  recent  victories  of  our  armed 
forces  and  by  the  fact  that  we 
seem  now  to  be  definitely  and 
irresistibly  on  the  aggressive. 
The  immediate  result  has  been 
that  many  in  industry,  in  labor, 
in  commerce,  and  in  Civilian 
Defense  have  decided  that 
earnest,  unremitting  work  is  no 
longer  necessary. 

Your  attention  must  be  called 
to  the  fact  that  this  war  is  not 
won  and  will  not  be  won  until 
it  is  over.  Without  discounting 
in  the  slightest  the  amazing 
achievements  of  our  forces  and 
those  of  our  allies,  it  is  still  true 
that  we  have  only  begun  to 
fight.  We  have  still  to  defeat 
Germany  where  she  is  strong, 
where  her  defenses  are  pre- 
pared, where  she  will  enjoy 
shortened  lines  of  communica- 
tion, where  her  armies  will  be 
mobile  and  integrated,  and 
where  she  will  be  defending  not 
only  alien  territory,  but  also  her 
own  home. 

Russia  has  not  yet  driven  Germany 
out  of  Russia.  Her  battle  is  no  more 
won  than  ours  would  be  if  we  had 
driven  an  invading  army  from  the 
Mississippi  River  to  the  Allegheny 
Mountains.  The  area  which  Japan 
has  conquered,  larger  in  extent  than 
the  whole  United  States,  the  un- 
limited resources  within  that  area 
and  three  hundred  million  people  are 
still  within  her  control,  and  we  are 
only  pounding  on  the  periphery  of  a 
vast  circle  in  which  she  is  fortifying 
her  great  acquisitions. 

The  war  could,  by  some  psycholog- 
ical miracle,  end  at  any  time,  but 
from  a military  point  of  view  it  is 
still  before  us  and  it  is  a long  hard 
puU. 

All  is  not  victory  in  war.  We 
could  suffer  defeat.  In  two  months 
or  three  there  could  come  a swing 
in  strategy  and  we  find  ourselves  on 
the  defense.  We  all  know  this.  If 
that  should  come,  this  country  could 
be  bombed  from  nearby  bases  and 
invasion  forces  could  threaten  us. 

If  you  believe  this  cannot  happen 
in  war,  read  again  the  history  of 
North  Africa  fighting  when  the  Ger- 
mans, then  the  British  were  driven 
back  and  forth  from  seemingly  ag- 
gressive and  impregnable  positions. 
Listen  again  to  one  of  the  great  air 
authorities  of  Germany  in  his  con- 
fidence that  Berlin  could  never  be 
bombed.  Then  put  alongside  of  that

SCD  Backs  Army 

Signals,  Appeals 
For  Cooperation 

Announcing  its  support  of  the 
Army’s  present  system  of  air 
raid  signals,  the  SCD  appealed 
this  month  for  100  per  cent  co- 
operation in  making  these  sig- 
nals work. 

“The  public  will  be  better 
able  to  understand  the  signals 
by  forgetting  the  blue  and  red 
designations,”  said  Director 
Hutchison.  “Just  remember  that 
a long  steady  blast  means  cau- 
tion, a fluctuating  or  intermit- 
tent signal  means  attack,  and  a 
short  steady  blast  means  all- 
clear. 

“We  appeal  to  every  Penn- 
sylvanian to  learn  the  present 
system  and  comply  with  it. 
Every  signal  has  a distinct  pur- 
pose.” 

Dr.  Hutchison  declared  that 
his  air  raid  protection  staff  had 
given  “lengthy  and  very  sym- 
pathetic consideration”  to  com- 
plaints against  the  present  sig- 
nals but  had  decided  not  to 
recommend  any  change  to  the 
Army. 

The  system  is  in  effect  every- 
where except  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  he  said,  and  Army  au- 
thorities are  opposed  to  chang- 
ing it.  Moreover,  the  blue  cau- 
tion signals  are  an  aid  to  the 
Army,  to  war  plants,  and  to 
transportation,  he  pointed  out, 
since  if  these  were  dropped 
there  would  have  to  be  a greatly 
prolonged  red  period. 

“Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
our  warning  system  is  very 
similar  to  England’s,”  he  ex- 
plained, “the  basic  difference 
being  that  England  is  in  a state 
of  continuous  blackout  every 
night,  and  does  not  need  the 
blue  caution  signals.”

Mock  Raids  Test  'CD'  Forces 


Mock  air  raids  with  CAP 
planes  dropping  paper  bombs 
have  been  staged  recently  in  the 
Williamsport,  Vandergrift  and 
Meadville  areas,  and  a similar 
“raid”  is  in  store  for  Philadel- 
phia next  Sunday,  Sept.  26. 

In  the  Williamsport  exercise, 
which  covered  all  of  Lycoming 
County,  600  paper  bombs  were 
dropped  by  eight  planes.  Over 


75  per  cent  of  the  Defense  Corps 
members  were  at  their  posts  to 
report  “hits”  and  take  what- 
ever action  was  directed  by  the 
control  centers. 

The  planes  at  Vandergrift 
dropped  Dixie  cups  with  colored 
crepe  paper  streamers,  while  at 
Meadville  planes  did  not  par- 
ticipate, but  small  bags  con-

Civilian  Defense 
Lauded  For  Work 
In  Two  Disasiers 

Prompt  and  heroic  action  by 
Philadelphia’s  Civilian  Defense 
| forces  in  two  major  disasters 
within  a week  has  proved  again 
the  value  of  C.D.  volunteers  in 
all  kinds  of  emergencies. 

Congratulations  for  the  work 
of  7500  wardens  and  auxiliary 
police  at  the  scene  of  the  Con- 
gressional Limited  train  wreck 
on  Labor  Day  were  sent  to 
Judge  Harry  S.  McDevitt,  Phila- 
delphia Council  of  Defense  di- 
rector, by  both  SCD  Director 
Hutchison  and  OCD  Director 
Landis. 

“The  promptness  with  which 
the  wardens  took  charge  of 
traffic,  the  transportation  groups 
provided  their  trucks  and  au- 
tomobiles, the  rescue  squads  ap- 
peared on  the  scene,  and  the 
auxiliary  police  performed  their 
duties,  was  an  amazing  credit 
to  Civilian  Defense,”  said  Dr. 
Hutchison. 

Within  15  minutes  after  a call 
was  sent  out  by  Control  Cen- 
ters, thousands  of  volunteers 
took  over  the  job  of  controlling 
traffic  and  crowds,  and  many 
stayed  on  duty  until  3 o’clock 
the  next  morning.  Forty  C.D. 
trucks  and  16  ambulances  with 
First  Aid  equipment  were  used. 

The  same  prompt  action  by 
C.D.  workers  characterized  the 
Broad  Street  Station  fire  a week 
later.  Many  volunteers  were  in- 
jured while  fighting  the  blaze 
and  directing  crowds. 

Directors  Named 
For  War  Services 

A recommendation  by  the 
SCD  that  each  County  Council 
of  Defense  appoint  a Director 
of  War  Services  to  coordinate 
its  varied  non-protective  ac- 
tivities has  been  promptly 
adopted  in  a number  of  coun- 
ties. 

In  proposing  the  move,  SCD 
Director  Hutchison  suggested 
that  the  County  Councils  follow 
the  same  plan  which  the  State 
Council  adopted  last  May,  when 
Mrs.  Worthington  Scranton  was 
named  Commander  of  War 
Services  and  Col.  Lynn  G. 
(Continued  on  Page  3) 
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Medical  Chiefs 
Need  Assisianls 

Appointment  of  a lay  assist- 
ant for  each  county  and  local 
Emergency  Medical  chief,  to 
assume  the  duty  of  maintaining 
records  of  local  medical  re- 
sources, is  recommended  by  the 
SCD. 

“The  medical  branch  is  prob- 
ably the  most  important  item 
in  all  the  Protective  Services, 
because  we  are  more  certain  to 
need  it,  regardless  of  what 
turn  the  war  may  take,”  ex- 
plained Col.  Lynn  G.  Adams, 
SCD  Chief  of  Protective  Serv- 
ices. 

“It  Is  urgent  that  we  have  in  the 
State  offices  a complete  inventory  of 
medical  resources  and  their  distribu- 
tion at  all  times.  Doctors  serving  as 
medical  chiefs  are  too  busy  today, 
with  their  extra  professional  bur- 
dens, to  maintain  such  inventories, 
so  a lay  assistant  is  needed.” 

After  such  assistants  are  named. 
Dr.  E.  E.  Shifferstine,  SCD  Chief 
Medical  Officer,  plans  to  call  regional 
meetings  to  outline  a plan  of  pro- 
cedure for  the  chiefs  and  their  as- 
sistants. 

Dr.  Shifferstine  announced  this 
month  that  blood  plasma  reserves  in 
hospitals  of  the  State  have  increased 
from  9483  units  to  11,924  since  last 
March.  Of  the  present  total,  5787 
units  were  provided  by  the  OCD. 


MORE  FIRE  GUARDS 

The  new  Fire  Guard  pro- 
gram was  extended  this  week 
by  the  SCD  to  include  all 
areas  of  Pennsylvania,  in- 
stead of  just  those  areas  that 
have  received  OCD  pump 
tank  extinguishers. 

Instructors’  manuals  for 
training  the  new  CDC  unit 
were  received  from  the  OCD 
last  week  and  immediately 
sent  out  to  the  counties.  Fire 
Guards,  organized  under  the 
Warden  service,  came  into 
being  officially  on  Sept.  15.

statement  those  of  certain  citizens, 
certain  writers,  certain  defense  work- 
ers who  confidently  state  that  it  can 
never  happen  here. 

When  and  if  that  happens  we  in- 
tend to  be  ready.  But  we  cannot  get 
ready  in  the  few  short  months  in 
which  such  might  take  place.  Ex- 
perience, our  own  experience  in 
.Pennsylvania,  has  proven  that  it 
takes  years  to  be  prepared,  and  it  is 
that  process  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged. It  means  practice  again  and 
again  and  again. 

That  concentrated  bombing  at  this 
moment  seems  improbable  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  work  of  Civilian 
Defense.  Civilian  Defense  is  prepar- 
ing for  the  time  when  these  things 
might  be.  We  therefore  intend  to 
mntinue  our  training  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  peuj.'"  until  the  United 
States  Army  assures  us  that  such  is 
no  longer  necessary. 

In  the  second  place,  we  should  be 
reminded  that  we  are  organized  here 
not  only  to  defend  our  people  but 
to  win  this  war.  If  we  are  on  the 
tggressive,  this  is  the  time  to  multi- 
aly  and  speed  up  on  what  we  call 
our  War  Services.  These  are  the 
services  directed  toward  the  winning 
of  the  war;  the  production  of  food, 
-nd  its  economical  and  wise  preserva- 
tion; the  salvaging  of  tin  for  use 
on  the  battlefield  to  save  the  lives 
of  our  soldiers,  the  salvaging  of  iron, 
copper  and  brass,  silk,  and  grease  for 
munitions.  We  should  now  expend 
ourselves  in  the  greatest  salvage 
achievement  of  human  history. 

This  is  the  time  to  build  up  our 
forces  of  nurses  and  of  nurses  aides, 
to  organize  our  medical  resources,  to 
improve  the  health  of  our  people,  to 
render  aid  to  industry  in  its  great 
task,  to  oppose  absenteeism  and  the 
slow-down  and  the  shut-down  and 
everything  else  calculated  to  imperil 
the  war  program. 

The  success  in  North  Africa  and 
the  conquest  of  Sicily,  the  Immobili- 


zation of  the  Ruhr  and  the  bomb- 
ing of  Italy  call  us  not  to  lethargy, 
but  to  renewed  effort. 

Without  the  utmost  civilian  sup- 
port our  armies  cannot  win.  With 
it,  however,  they  cannot  lose. 

We  (in  America)  are  free,  free  to 
work,  free  to  think,  free  to  read  and 
write  and  speak.  But  we  are  also 
free  to  quit.  We  can  refuse  to  do 
our  part  in  Civilian  Defense  and  no 
one  will  shoot  us.  We  can  refuse  to 
help  the  Red  Cross  and  no  one  will 
go  to  prison.  We  can  smash  the  war 
economy  of  America  and  bring  on 
the  dreaded  inflation  by  patronizing 
the  vast  and  damnable  black  market. 
Wardens  and  guards,  drivers  and 
aids,  workers  of  all  kind  are  free  to 
quit.  That  is  part  of  freedom..  It 
is  a dangerous  freedom  of  wtiich  we 
should  be  warned.  We  are  still  free 
to  lose  this  war. 


700  SERVICE  BARS 
AWARDED  IN  STATE 

Nearly  700  OCD  service  bars, 
including  36  in  the  5000-hour 
bracket,  have  been  awarded  in 
15  counties  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  applications  from  other 
counties  are  being  received 
almost  daily  by  the  SCD. 

Eligibility  for  the  awards  has  been 
broadened  to  include  all  volunteers 
who  are  not  paid  for  their  services 
by  Councils  of  Defense.  Previously, 
oersons  loaned  by  private  employers 
were  not  considered  eligible. 

The  awards  are  for  service  rang- 
ing from  500  to  5000  hours. 

Counties  that  have  received  service 
bars  to  date  and  the  totals  for  each, 
are:  Berks  1,  Bucks  28,  Clarion  4, 
Chester  2,  Crawford  15,  Delaware  2, 
Lackawanna  53,  Lebanon  39,  Luzerne 
1,  Mercer  5.

Mr.  Fine  described  the  effects 
of  aerial  bombing  on  various 
types  of  buildings  in  England 
and  the  results  of  bombing  tests 
at  Edgewood  Arsenal,  Md.  The 
talks  were  sponsored  by  the 
SCD  Technical  Committee, 
headed  by  T.  C.  Frame. 


LANDIS  RESIGNATION 

WON’T  AFFECT  POLICY 

The  resignation  of  James  M. 
Landis  as  Director  of  the  OCD 
to  become  American  Director 
of  Economic  Operations  for  the 
Middle  East  will  not  cause  any 
change  in  OCD  policies,  John 
B.  Martin,  the  new  acting  di- 
rector, has  announced. 

Commenting  on  air  raid  protec- 
tion, Martin  emphasized  we  are  still 
in  danger  and  “it  is  our  patriotic 
duty  to  maintain  our  protection  or- 
ganization to  meet  any  enemy  at- 
tack and  to  prevent  the  paralyzing 
effect  of  other  disasters  on  our  war 
production.” 

Martin  has  been  an  OCD  official 
since  Landis  became  chairman  in 
Feb.,  1942,  and  for  the  past  three 
months  he  had  served  as  deputy 
director.  He  was  legal  secretary  of 
the  S.E.C.  when  Landis  headed  that 
agency  from  1936  to  1938. 

Landis’  resignation  as  OCD  head 
was  announced  by  President  Roose- 
velt on  Sept.  10. 


GOVERNOR  PRAISES 

WORK  OF  VOLUNTEERS 

Governor  Edward  Martin 
praised  Civilian  Defense  work- 
ers in  a special  statement  fol- 
lowing the  August  6 daylight 
air  raid  drill. 

“During  the  recent  air  raid 
practice  drill,”  he  told  news- 
men, “I  was  on  the  road  to 
Philadelphia,  and  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  civilian 
volunteers  carried  out  their  as- 
signments was  most  impressive. 
The  fine  Pennsylvania  men  and 
women  who  are  doing  this  work 
deserve  the  greatest  commenda- 
tion.”

Red  Cross  Nurses’  Aide  training 
is  underway  to  stimulate  re- 
cruiting efforts.  Her  home  is  in 

Harrisburg. 

Pennsylvania’s  original  goal 
of  20,000  Nurses’  Aides  has  been 
nearly  reached,  but  the  goal 
has  been  greatly  increased  be- 
cause of  the  heavy  exodus  of 
regular  nurses  for  service  in  the 
Army  and  Navy.  The  armed 
forces  are  recruiting  330  nurses 
each  month  from  this  State. 

“Our  hospitals  are  full  now,” 
said  Mrs.  Worthington  Scranton, 
SCD  Commander  of  War  Serv- 
ices. “To  be  ready  for  an  epi- 
demic or  heavy  influx  of  wound- 
ed soldiers,  we  must  have  more 
Nurses’  Aides.” 

She  emphasized  that  the  Red 
Cross  trains  the  Nurses’  Aides 
and  that  Civilian  Defense  is  re- 
sponsible only  for  recruiting.

Negro  Group  Has  Fine  Record 


Inter-racial  understanding  and 
all-out  support  of  the  war  effort 
have  been  promoted  in  the 
Harrisburg  area  by  the  quiet 
and  effective  work  of  a Civil- 
ian Defense  committee  made  up 
of  45  Negro  women. 

Headed  by  Mrs.  Maude  B. 
Coleman,  inter-racial  consultant 
in  the  State  Department  of 
Welfare,  the  committee  has  been 
busy  since  early  1941  sponsor- 
ing First  Aid,  knitting,  home 
nursing,  and  nutrition  classes, 
assisting  Negro  service  men, 
and  combating  venereal  dis- 
eases. 

“These  are  unusual  times,” 
Mrs.  Coleman  tells  audiences  of 


Negro  civilians  and  soldiers  in 
nearby  camps.  “Nervous  ten- 
sion is  high,  people  are  easily 
angered,  and  we  must  all  try  to 
be  more  considerate  and  tol- 
erant, particularly  in  buses  and 
other  public  places.” 

Working  with  Army  health  officers, 
the  committee  has  reduced  the  rate 
of  venereal  disease  among  Negro  sol- 
diers in  the  area  70  per  cent.  Names 
of  the  contacts  are  handed  to  the 
committee,  which  then  interviews 
each  girl  and  gets  her  to  undergo 
treatment. 

Mrs.  Coleman’s  group,  which  is 
affiliated  with  Harrisburg-Dauphin 
County  Council  of  Defense,  is  now 
planning  a program  of  home  visits 
to  reduce  Juvenile  delinquency  in 
homes  where  both  parents  are  work- 
ing. The  city  has  a Negro  popula- 
tion of  about  8,000. 


COUNTY  HEADS  HONORED 

Chairman  Howard  S.  Ferns- 
ler  and  Chief  Warden  David  H. 
Reeves,  of  Schuylkill  County 
Council  of  Defense,  were  pre- 
sented 4000-hour  service  bars  at 
a dinner  given  in  their  honor 
by  Palo  Alto  C.D.  workers  last 
week.  Judge  Cyrus  M.  Palmer 
acted  as  toastmaster. 


CONGRATULATES  ERIE 

In  a letter  of  congratulations, 
SCD  Director  Hutchison  praised 
the  Emergency  Medical  Serv- 
ices of  Erie  for  “their  prepared- 
ness, initiative  and  accomplish- 
ment” in  assisting  victims  of 
food  poisoning  at  a local  indus- 
trial plant.  Prompt  action  by 
doctors  and  Civilian  Defense 
prevented  loss  of  life. 


SECOND  WAR  YEAR 

The  story  of  “Pennsylvania’s 
Second  Year  at  War”  is  now 
being  compiled  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Historical  Commission  as 
a sequel  to  the  100-page  vol- 
ume issued  last  spring  covering 
the  first  year.

A 32-man  Army  bomb  dis- 
posal squad  recovered  an  “un- 
exploded” 250-kg  bomb  in  Lan- 
caster recently  as  part  of  a 
planned  exercise  in  conjunction 
with  Civilian  Defense  forces. 
The  exercise  was  similar  to  one 
staged  over  a month  ago  in 
Harrisburg. 


Kitchens  Remain 

Open  In  October 

Food  Conservation  Kitchens 
set  up  by  Victory  Garden  Com- 
mittees are  still  busy  and  most 
of  them  will  continue  to  op- 
erate up  to  Nov.  1,  Dr.  Warren 
B.  Mack,  SCD  Victory  Garden 
secretary,  reports. 

Meanwhile,  additional  ship- 
ments of  canning  retorts  or- 
dered by  the  SCD  have  been 
received  and  allocated.  “A 
great  deal  of  food  remains  to 
be  preserved,”  said  Dr.  Mack, 
“and  we  want  to  have  the 
kitchens  well  organized  for  next 
year.” 

Another  Victory  Garden  announce- 
ment revealed  that  experiments  In 
chemical  gardening  carried  out  at 
the  home  of  A.  J.  Stratton,  near 
Reading,  have  proved  successful. 
Mrs.  H.  B.  Ellason,  committee  chair- 
man, said  this  type  of  gardening 
will  be  recommended  to  veterans 
hospitals  for  use  by  convalescent 
soldiers. 

Chemical  gardening  — sometimes 
called  hydroponics — Is  carried  on  In 
boxes  or  buckets  of  sand.  A chemi- 
cal solution  Is  poured  into  the  sand 
at  intervals. 


ENROLLMENT  RISES 

Despite  losses  of  volunteers 
through  the  draft  and  war  work, 
Pennsylvania’s  Civilian  Defense 
enrollment  increased  by  19,500 
during  August  to  reach  a new 
high  of  1,577,316.  New  recruits 
prevented  the  total  from  drop- 
ping. 

Of  the  total  membership, 
627,411  are  in  the  Citizens  De- 
fense Corps  and  949,905  are  in 
War  Service  activities.  The  lat- 
ter category  includes  531,625 
volunteers  engaged  in  Salvage 
work.

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Gen.  Reckord  Warns 

Against  Letdown 

People  who  think,  because 
our  armies  are  now  on  the  of- 
fensive, that  “it  can’t  happen 
here,”  have  the  following 
pointed  answer  from  Major  Gen. 
Milton  A.  Reckord,  commander 
of  the  Third  Service  Command: 
“No  soldier  quits  in  battle. 
By  the  same  token  there  should 
be  no  let-down  in  our  Civilian 
Defense  effort.” 

Gen.  Reckord’s  words  were 
contained  in  a letter  to  Judge 
Harry  S.  McDevitt,  Philadelphia 
Council  of  Defense  director, 
who  had  asked  for  a statement 
to  combat  current  apathy. 

“Both  military  and  civilian  efforts 
are  required  to  win  this  struggle  in 
which  we  are  engaged,”  Gen.  Reckord 
declared,  adding  that  “while  there  is 
general  opinion  in  authoritative 
circles  that  any  enemy  air  attack 
against  this  nation  is  not  likely  to 
be  on  a large  or  continuous  scale, 
nevertheless  it  is  a known  fact  that 
Hitler  can  send  his  planes  over  our 
shores  when  and  if  he  decides  to 
do  so.” 


25,000  BLOOD  DONORS 

SIGNED  IN  CAMPAIGN 

Outstanding  success  has 
crowned  the  efforts  of  Alle- 
gheny County  block  leaders  and 
auxiliary  police  in  two  recent 
projects. 

In  a house  to  house  canvass, 
the  block  leaders  enrolled  more 
than  25,000  blood  donors  for  the 
Red  Cross  military  blood  bank.
